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First Day Cities Selected For The 
Famous Americans Series 


FTER much wondering by col- 

lectors and dealers if the Famous 

Americans Series would be is- 

sued only at Washington, D. C., 
on first days of issue, the Postmaster 
General pleased the majority of collectors 
with his long awaited announcement of 
Oct. 28. Only when Washington was 
directly associated with the famous 
American was that city chosen for the 
first day sale. Reprinted here are the 
official brief explanations why these of- 
fices were chosen. In some instances, it 
is not unlikely that attempts will be 
made to have the place changed to a 
more appropriate one. Efforts to have 
additional persons depicted on the series 
are continuing by various groups of non- 
philatelic character. It is estimated that 
much larger quantities of covers will be 
mailed as a result of the Postmaster 
General’s decision, and stamp sales too 
will materially increase over those likely 
if Washington had been first day city for 


A release of the Postmaster General 
dated Nov. 3, amended the Oct. 28 an- 
nouncement by changing the first day 
city of the Longfellow and Howe stamps, 
from Cambridge. Mr. Farley’s statement 
is as follows: 


“Inasmuch as two other stamps of the series, 
those for Charles W. Eliot and James Russell 
Lowell are to be placed on first day sale at 
Cambridge, and while there appears to be good 
and sufficient reason for such designation for 
all four stamps, it was felt by the Postmaster 
General that such selection does give Cam- 
bridge recognition that could, to advantage, be 
shared with other communities with which both 
Longfellow and Howe had close relationships. 
For that reason the first day sale of the Long- 
fellow stamp is being shifted to Portland, 
Maine, and the Howe stamp first day sale is 
being changed from Cambridge to Spencer, 
Massachusetts. 

While it is true that a majority of Long- 
fellow’s poetical works were written in Cam- 
bridge, the fact remains that he was bom in 
Portland, and he did not take up residence in 
Cambridge until he was thirty years of age. 
Spencer, Massachusetts, is the birthplace of 
Howe and, like Longfellow, this noted inventor 
did not move to Cambridge until later life, al- 
though it was in the latter city that he was 
supposed to have resided during the period in 
povee he perfected his invention of the sewing 
machine.” 


Booker T. WASHINGTON, Tuskegee In- 
stitute, Ala. 
Founder of Tuskegee Institute. Born on a 


farm in Franklin County, Va., but no post 
Office there. 


LUTHER BURBANK, Santa Rosa, Calif. 
Born in Lancaster, Mass., but settled in 





Santa Rosa in early life and experimented 
on plants on 6,000-acre farm there, now 
known as Burbank Gardens. Widow lives at 
Santa Rosa. 


JoHN Puvip Sousa, Washington, D. C. 


Born and spent life in Washington. Leader 
of Marine Band many years. Composed: 
“Stars and Stripes Forever,’ ‘Washington 


Post March.” 
Dr. WALTER REED, Washington, D. C. 


Born in Gloucester County, Va., (Belroi—no 
post office). His son, Maj. General Walter 
L. Reed, now in War Dept., states his father’s 
life was more closely connected with Wash- 
ington than any other place. 


Dr. CRAWFORD W. LONG, Jefferson, Ga. 
Performed first successful surgical operation 
under ether anaesthesia at Jefferson on March 
30, 1842. Memorial at Jefferson. 


Ext WHITNEY, Savannah, Ga. 
Whitney spent several years on a plantation 
in Savannah during which time he invented 
the cotton gin. 


JANE AppaAms, Chicago, III. 
Born Cedarville, Ill., (Fourth Class), grad- 
uating from Rockford College, Illinois, and 
spent several years of study in Europe. Re- 
turned to Chicago and established the social 
settlement known as Hull House, which was 
headquarters for her social work thereafter. 


FRANCES E. WILLARD, Evanston, III. 
Born in Churchville, New York. Attended 
college in Wisconsin and also Evanston, II1., 
at Northwestern University. Resided many 
years in Evanston where she was a teacher 
and also Dean of Women at Northwestern 
University. 


JAMES WHITCOMB RILEY, Greenfield, Ind. 
Born in Greenfield. His old home is now a 
National shrine. 


JOHN JAMES AUDUBON, St. Francisville, 
La. 

Born in Santo Domingo. Many requests are 
on file for first sale at St. Francisville, La., 
which claim that Audubon spent much time 
there making his bird studies and raising 
money for his book. Also requests on file 
for first sale at Henderson, Ky., where there 
is an Audubon Memorial Park. 


STEPHEN COLLINS FOosTER, Bardstown, 


Ky. 
“Old Kentucky Home” is said to have been 
written as the result of Foster’s visit at the 
home of Judge John Rowan, Bardstown, Ky. 
It is claimed that “Federal Hill,” the home 
of Judge Rowan, is referred to in this com- 
position. 


HENRY W. LONGFELLOw, Portland, Me. 
Born in Portland, Maine. Graduated from 
Bowdoin College, Brunswick, Maine. Went 
to Europe and returned to Brunswick as Pro- 
fessor of Modern Languages at Bowdoin Col- 
lege. When about 30 years of age he was 
called as Prof. of Languages at Harvard, 
Cambridge, Mass. Had written some poetry 
up to this time, but his greatest works were 
published after he went to Cambridge. 





JOHN GREENLEAF WHITTIER, Haverhill, 


Mass. 
Born at Haverhill, Mass. 
preserved as a public shrine. 


His birthplace is 


CHARLES W. E.iot, Cambridge, Mass. 
Born in Boston, but was President of Har- 
vard College at Cambridge for 40 years and 
President Emeritus until his death. 


JAMES RussELL LOWELL, Cambridge, 
Mass. 
Born at “Elmwood” in Cambridge and lived 


there after his marriage and until his death. 
Was Professor of Modern Languages in Har- 
vard for 20 years; also served as Ambassa- 
dor to Spain and London. ‘Visions of Sir 
Launfal,” ‘The Biglow Papers,’ ‘“‘Hearts- 
ease and Rue.” 


Eras HoweE, Spencer, Mass. 

Born on farm near Spencer, Mass. In early 
life entered factory of a manufacturer at 
Lowell and learned machinist trade there. 
Later, while employed in a machine shop in 
Cambridge, where he lived with his family 
many years, he conceived idea of sewing 
machine, and finally obtained a patent. 


Louisa M. Atcott, Concord; Mass. 
Born in Germantown, Pa., but taken to Con- 
cord, Mass. when two years of age where 
she lived remainder of her life and wrote 
her famous novels, ‘‘Little Women,” “Little 
Men,” “‘Jo’s Boys.”’ 


ALEXANDER GRAHAM BELL, Boston, Mass. 
Born in Scotland and came to U. S. as a 
professor at Boston University. While there 
invented the telephone in 1876. His grand- 
son at National Geographic Society states 
that Bell lived in Washington for 40 years 
but his invention of telephone was actually 
perfected while he lived in Boston. 


RALPH WALDO EMERSON, Boston, Mass. 
Born in Boston and became teacher, preacher, 
and famous lecturer in Boston. Spent late 
years in Concord. ‘Conduct of Life,’ “‘Eng- 
lish Traits,’ “Parnassus.” 


Horace MANN, Boston, Mass. 
Perfected free public school system, for 
which he is famous, while Secretary of School 
Board of Mass., at Boston. 


James A. MCNEILL WHISTLER, Lowell, 


Mass. 
Born in Lowell, Mass. Famous portrait 
painter. Went to Europe before 20 years of 


age, and spent remainder of life there. 
“Fanny Leyland,” “London Bridge,” ‘Por- 
trait of the Painter’s Mother,” “Nocturne in 
Blue and Silver.” 


DANIEL CHESTER FRENCH, Stockbridge, 
Mass. 

His studio was in New York City, but his 
summer home during his lifetime was Ches- 
terwood, Stockbridge, Mass., where his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Wm. Penn Cresson, now resides. 
Sculptor. “Minute Man,” “History,” in 
Congressional Library. 


Mark Hopkins, Williamstown, Mass. 
President of Williamstown College for many 
years and died there. He was born in Stock- 
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Shipmates Ahoy!

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Servicers of First Day 
Covers Are Wanted 


Dealers face quite a difficult problem 
in connection with the coming first day 
sales of the Famous Americans Series. 
Most cannot spare the time to personally 
prepare their hundreds or thousands of 
covers at the widely scattered offices 
where the stamps will be issued. So any 
LINN’S readers who are willing to serv- 
ice covers, particularly at the smaller 
post offices should send us their names 
and address. 

Customary service charge by persons 
mailing covers for dealers is lc per 
cover. The servicer is supplied the cov- 
ers addressed and sealed and all ready to 
mail except for affixing the stamp. The 
stamps must be carefully affixed and 
under no circumstances straight-edge or 
off-center copies used. Stamps must be 
placed neatly on the cover, generally far 
enough in from from the upper right 
corner so that the cancellation will nor- 
mally fall only on part of the stamp, or 
if a block fall in the center of the block. 

Most of the postoffices are near large 
cities, the farthest office from a large city 
being Jefferson, Ga. Collectors in large 
cities nearest these towns could profita- 
bly attend a first day sale by servicing 
covers. Anyone wishing to service covers 
should advise us to that effect.

Denominations of Famous 
Americans Revised 


Below is the corrected list of denomi- 
nations of the Famous American series, 
which «as mentioned by our Stop Press 
note last week, were changed both in 
the denominations of stamps and the 
order in which the persons would be se- 
lected for the various stamps. In se- 
lecting the denominations the Postmas- 
ter General stated throughout the series 
the person whose birthdate preceded that 
of all others in each group of five stamps 
would be depicted on the lowest value 
of each series and the person of most re- 
cent birth being portrayed on the highest 
denomination.

Very few have even removed their 
offices to places thought safer if the 
war in the air becomes reality.

Centenary Stamp 
Resolution 





Our front page carries a_ resolution 
form for requesting the United States 
to issue a stamp commemorating the 
centenary of the adhesive postage stamp. 
Since England will be in the midst of 
war, or so it is expected, during 1940, it 
is thought appropriate by many that the 
United States celebrate the anniversary. 
Many other countries are expected to 
issue stamps for the centenary, despite 
the war. 

The issuance of the adhesive postage 
stamp greatly benefited the United 
States, for quick, cheap communications 
are what welded this country into a 





nation, according to historians. This 
country was one of the first to adopt the 
stamp as a means of postage prepayment 
and pioneered in many new methods of 
improving the postal service. At present 
it operates the largest national postal 
service’in the world. 

May 6, 1940, will be an important an- 
niversary in the history of communica- 
tions, for on that date 100 years before 
the first postage stamps were issued. The 
advent of the stamp revolutionized the 
methods of postal services throughout 
the world and within a few years every 
important nation in the world was using 
them. 

Any of our readers wanting extra 
copies of the resolution may obtain them 
by sending a stamped self-addressed en- 
velope. State how many you can use. 
Stamp clubs can have their membership sign 
in a body by tearing off the front page and at- 
taching it to a larger sheet which the members 
could sign. If collectors get behind the 
movement and show their wishes, it is 
not unlikely that such a stamp issue will 
materialize. 


Concert Starts Campaign 





Inaugurating a campaign to have a 
stamp portraying the late George Gersh- 
win, a memorial concert for the com- 
poser was held at the New York World’s 
Fair, Sunday, Oct. 29. Spectators, the 
New York Times states, were to be 
asked to aid the plea for inclusion of the 
stamp in the Composers Series of the 
Famous Americans Issue.

98,000 Royal Train Covers 


On October 24, John Hardy, Superin- 
tendent of the Railway Mail Service, 
gave an address before the Woodridge 
Stamp Club of Washington, D. C., and 
during the course of his talk gave the 
figures of quantity of covers mailed on 
the Royal Train during its trip through 
the United States. On June 7, no covers 
were permitted to be cancelled; on June 
8, 48,938 covers were cancelled; on June 
9, 43,064 covers; June 10, 2,073 covers; 
June 11, 4,098 covers (at Poughkeepsie) ; 
and on June 12, 25 covers mailed by 
people on the train, a total of 98,198 
covers. In addition to the above, 118 
registered covers were handled from June 
8 to June 12 and were numbered 1 to 
118, and one lone package was sent by 
insured mail and received the number 
“1.” All such mail was actually post- 
marked on the train, though most of it 
while the train was parked at a stop. 

Supt. Hardy also stated that there are 
879 Railway Post Offices in the U. S. 
postal service, in addition to 178 Trans- 
fer Offices and 52 Terminal R. P. O’s., 
each having their distinctive postmark- 
ing devices. Collectors are indebted to 
the Woodridge club for releasing this 
information for publication.

At Brown Sale 





In the first four days of the auction 
sale by Harmer, Rooke & Co., Ltd., of 
the great Stephen D. Brown collection 
of U. S., the sales totalled over $71,600. 
The six-day sale was concluded Nov. 4. 

Y. Souren was one of the heaviest 
bidders in the early issues as well as 
the commemorative blocks. The Co- 
lumbian blocks of dollar values brought 
$3,115, though they catalogued but ap- 
proximately $2500. Mr. Souren bought 
all except the $3 block, paying these 
prices: $150 for the $1,.$350 for the $2, 
$925 for the $4, and $1,150 for the $5. 
Thursday’s sale totalled $26,000 for 444 
lots, of which Mr. Souren was principal 
purchaser. 

Other purchases included: 4c Pan- 
American inverted center $850; $275 and 
$295 for the two copies of the Ic invert; 
$750 for a pair of the Louisiana imperf 
horizontal error (the story of the finding 
of which was first related by Alvin 
Good in LINN’S a few weeks ago); 30c 
1880 Special Print brought $400; 3c 
green 1870 printed on both sides $100: 
4c 1908-09 Blue Paper $870; 8c ditto 
$720; $5 1902 block $600; 4c Columbian 
color error $740; etc. 

Dealers from throughout the east as 
well as many noted collectors were rep- 
resented, but heaviest buyers were the 
dealers. J. Walter Scott was auctioneer. 
The auction was held at the Collectors 
Club as the collection had been in this 
country on display when the war broke 
out abroad and the place of sale was 
transferred for safety and convenience 
from London to the U. S. Newspapers 
such as the Times and Herald-Tribune 
devoted much space to the spectacular 
bidding for the items of the collection 
of the late Mr. Brown of Glens Falls, 
N. Y.

Brazil's World Fair Set 





From Dr. Armando Vidal, Commis- 
sioner General of Brazil at the New 
York World’s Fair, comes a set of the 
handsome engraved set of four stamps 
issued by that country “in honor of the 
United States of America and the New 
York World’s Fair.” The 400 reis yel- 
low-orange depicts Washington and the 
added word ‘“Federalismo” and _ the 
dates “1787” and “1889” which are 
those of establishment of the federal 
republics in both countries. The 1200 
reis carmine depicts Grover Cleveland 
and bears the date of his award in a 
Brazil-Argentine boundary dispute in 
favor of Brazil, “Feb. 5, 1895.” The 
800 reis green depicts Dom Pedro II, 
Brazil’s last emperor and the date “1876” 
is significant of his visit to the Centen- 
nial Exposition that year at Philadelphia. 
The 1600 reis blue depicts the statue 
presented to Brazil by the United States 
not many years ago. The series is a 
product of the American Bank Note 
Co. Gimbel’s stamp department has 
been given exclusive distribution rights 
of these in the U. S. and at 11 A. M. 
Oct. 14 Dr. Vidal took part in the sale 
of the first specimens at the store in 
New York City.

STILL UP TO 
OLD TRICKS 


Congratulations are due 
the Post Office Depart- 
ment for the announced 
selection of first day offices for the Fa- 
mous Americans Series. Collectors (and 
the many non-collectors interested) were 
overwhelmingly in favor of issuance at 
offices appropriate, rather than Wash- 
ington. The officials deserve collectors’ 
thanks for their consideration of these 
wishes, overruling local pleas. 

With, however, a changing of minds 
attitude that is regrettably becoming a 
characteristic of the Post Office Depart- 
ment on stamp matters, comes a later 
release certain to be received with an 
entire lack of enthusiasm by collectors or 
public generally. We refer to’ the change 
in denominations from 1c, 1%4c, 2c, 3c 
and 5c to Ic, 2c, 3c, 5c and 10c. No 
reason was given for the change, pos- 
sibly because like in previous instances 
no sensible one existed. 

As we’ve stated before it is a self- 
evident truth that the majority of postal 
patrons see only stamps of 3c denomina-

tion and under. Special issues become 
known to most of them only when such 
stamps are thoroughly circularized over 
a period of months. The 5c stamp is 
used to a lesser extent, but is fairly com- 
mon to all, while other values are rarely 
used or seen by the average post office 
patron. Thus it is also self-evident that 
any special issue intended to honor, ad- 
vertise or commemorate any person or 
thing, will be a failure if the denomina- 
tions selected are those not generally 
used. The addition of a 10c stamp to 
the Famous series nullifies the announced 
intention of the series. What honor is 
given Mark Twain by burying him on 
a stamp that will be seen for the most 
part only by stamp collectors and ship- 
ping clerks? Paltry honors indeed, and 
if the American nation can do no better, 
we are indeed unappreciative. 
Substitution of a 10c for the 1%c will 
no doubt increase postal revenues from 
the series, but is there a postal official 
who would dare to admit such a reason 
for the change, thereby giving the lie to 
the announced purpose of the issue? 
The change of denominations is regret- 
table and indicates that among other 
things, insufficient thought—in advance 
—is given to proposed stamp issues. The 
idea to postally honor our non-military 
famous was commendable and it is de- 
plorable that a good basic idea is trans- 
lated into reality in such a manner.

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Senate and Capitol Pictured 
On Nicaraguan Series 





Nicaragua this month planned to 
place on sale at last the long postponed 
series commemorating the visit last May 
to the United States by President Anas- 
tasio Somoza. The New York Times, 
from advance photos illustrates the three 
designs of the series of 12 stamps which 
will be large handsome stamps. Six 
values for international air mail will 
portray President Somoza addressing a 
joint session of the U. S. Senate and 
House of Representatives on May 8, 
1939. Three other stamps, two for do- 
mestic air mail and one for international 
service, portray the Capitol at Washing- 
ton with portrait of Somoza inset. The 
other three stamps, also airmails, portray 
the President flanked by the Tower of 
the Sun at San Francisco’s Fair and the 
Trylon and Perisphere at New York’s 
Fair. 

The stamps carry such inscriptions 
as “President Somoza before the Ameri- 
can Senate, May, 1939—Good Neigh- 
bors”; “Commemorating the visit of 
President Somoza to Washington”: 
“Commemorating the visit of President 
Somoza to the United States”. Quan- 
tities of the stamps range from 50,000 
of the highest values to 1,000,000 of the 
lower values. 

It will be recalled that President 
Somoza upon his arrival at Washington 
was given a welcome on a grand scale, 
probably the greatest demonstration ever 
shown a Latin-American. The official 
turnout was termed “dress rehearsal” for 
the visit of King George and Queen 
Elizabeth but was intended to show 
that the visiting heads of all countries 
were equally welcome. Somoza has 
frequently expressed admiration for the 
United States and has been nicknamed 
the “Yankee’ in his own country—2 
term not many years ago considered 
practically an insult. 


No 1940 BIPEX 


The Bronx County Stamp Club has 
decided not to hold its 1940 BIPEX 
exhibition and instead hopes to join in 
a combined show sponsored by metro- 
politan New York clubs and nearby 
ones if held in 1940. Nothing definite 
on such a show has yet been announced 
but there has been much talk of hold- 
ing a Centenary stamp show in New 
York, since the war was expected to 
curtail or cancel the one proposed for 
next May in London.

Famous American Artists 


GILBERT CHARLES STUART 


Gilbert Stuart, first and foremost of American portrait 
painters was born Dec. 3, 1755 at North Kingston (no postoffice), 
a mill site at the junction of two small streams in “Narragansett” 
which was the name of the territory southwest of Narragansett 
Bay. Stuart had a natural talent for painting por- 
traits and at the age of 13, with no training whatsoever, 
made very good ones. This attracted attention of a 
Scott artist who took him in the early 1770s to Scot- 
land, but the death of the teacher resulted in Stuart 
returning to America. In 1775 he went to London to 
study, but suffered much hardship, earning a living for 
a time as organist. An acquaintance in 1778 with the 
famous Benjamin West led to four years working with 
that artist and then’ Stuart started in the business of 
; portraiture himself, making at first quite a success of 
it. He managed to get into debt heavily and in 1787 fled to Dublin, Ireland, and 
from there in 1792 returned to the United States, with intention of painting a 
portrait of George Washington. He resided in New York City for two years, then 
moved to Philadelphia and in 1795 while Washington was at this temporary capital, 
painted his firt portrait, which was used but once for a stamp design, the 10c 1932 
Bicentennial. The portrait painted at Germantown in 1796, known as the “Athen- 
eum” portrait has been used since 1847 on many stamps. It was ordered by 
Washington, but Stuart liked it so well, he put off finishing the background so 
that it was never delivered his patron, despite Washington’s protests. Stuart also 
painted portraits of Jefferson, Martha Washington and John Barry which have 
been used for stamp designs. He painted many famous people of his time, kings 
and commoners. His later life was spent at Boston, where he died on July 9, 1828.

For washing and dealing in washed 
revenue stamps, the leader of a ring of 
19 persons at New York City was re- 
cently sentenced to two years in prison 
and fined $2500.

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Paraguayan postal officials have just 
announced that the sets honoring the 
New York World’s Fair, and the Peace 
Conference set picturing President Roose- 
velt, both highly priced sets, will be is- 
sued on the same day. New York dealers 
are frantic because of the large outlay of 
cash to get these two sets in stock. 


Supplies of the German provisional 
Danzig surcharges are non-existent. The 
small shipment that reached New York 
has been completely exhausted and deal- 
ers are burning the phone wires trying to 
locate any quantity of this set. No one 
can, at this moment, predict when an- 
other boat will arrive with these stamps. 


An interesting subject for debate down 
town is whether Scott will recognize the 
Portuguese Colonial New York World’s 
Fair surcharges or not. The consensus 
of opinion is that Scott will not recog- 
nize this set. The Air Mail crowd here, 
as usual, is behind this set. 


The report on the first part of the air 
mail sale of the Dr. Philip G. Cole Col- 
lection by F. W. Kessler, is indeed an 
interesting one. A mint copy of the 





24c air mail invert with a slight crease 
was sold to the Passaic Stamp Co. for 
$2,100. The 1930 Zeppelin die proofs 
went to Milton Harris of Cleveland for 
$2,200. Sidney Barrett of the Economist 
Stamp Co. purchased the rare “serif” 
variety of the first Colombian Air Mail 
stamp for $1,205. Mr. Barrett also pro- 
cured the Honduras 5c blue with red 
overprint for $3,900, and the 25c on 
10c dark blue of 1925 overprinted in 
black for $5,300. This latter stamp is 
one of the two known copies. Prices in 
general throughout the sale were excep- 
tionally good. The staggering sums paid 
for stamps as illustrated above still 
proves even more conclusively that 
stamps of merit, regardless of economic 
condition will always be recognized. An 
article published in a New York news- 
paper recently stated that in England, 
during the world war, “stamps were con- 
sidered as the only stable security.” This 
can well be understood. 


Conditions throughout New York the 
past week have been rather quiet. No 
new issues have arrived and this is giv- 
ing the dealer a chance to take a well 
needed rest and also to attend the Cole 
sale as well as the Stephen D. Brown 
sale conducted by Harmer Rooke & Co., 
Ltd., of London, at the Collectors’ Club.

Censor Marks 





On our letter from Rapkin referred 
to elsewhere, one end was sealed by 
two white gummed Censor labels, about 
134x314, overlapping each other. In 
two lines of large red capital letters is 
“OPENED BY CENSOR” and up in 
the right corner “PC 22”. The only 
written marking on the labels are the 
figures “206” written by blue pencil in 
the lower right corner of each label, 
evidently the censor’s number. These 
are the first Censor Labels noted by us 
on British mail. Circulars and periodi- 
cals continue to arrive without any cen- 
sor markings, as well as singleweight 
first class letters. 

The first Canadian censor marking 
noted is on a registered letter from E. 
C. Werner, Alton, Ontario, being marked 
by pen toward the upper left corner 
“Stamps for export. W. H.” 

India is using a purple triangular 
Censor marking at Bombay with Cen- 
sor’s number “4” in center and wording 
on three sides “PASSED—CENSOR— 
BOMBAY”. 

France’s censor mark on mails in 
transit through France is an oval in- 
scribed “Ouvert—par L’Autorite Mili- 
taire” with Censor’s identification num- 
ber.

Philately in Denmark 


The following letter to our New Issue 
Editor is reprinted for the clear picture 
it gives of philately in Denmark. Mr. 
Bryan is an American at present em- 
ployed in Denmark. 

Oct. 11, 1939. 
Mr. Ray Shepard, 
Columbus, Ohio. 
Dear Ray: 


The mail delivery is getting worse and worse 
for this section, but I am going to try to get 
this aboard the Clipper and the next time you 
write, I’d appreciate learning how long it takes 
for delivery. We haven’t received mail from 
the States in nearly a month and the last 
received took about three weeks to get here. 
Mail going via England is probably held up 
by the red tape of censorship and it requires 
ten days to two weeks for the Paris edition of 
the N. Y. Herald Tribune to reach here. 

I went last night to a meeting of the Hor- 
sens Stamp Club which was celebrating its 
tenth anniversary of regular activity. They 
have about 150 active members in this town 
of 30,000 population and many more not so 
active. You may be interested in a brief de- 
scription of this meeting as I was interested in 
observing it. 

It should first be mentioned qualifiedly that 
any Danish activity revolves about food and 
eating as a theme. This meeting of well over 
a hundred persons began with an _ informal 
round table discussion. A Herr Jorgensen, 
president of the Denmark Philatelic Union, the 
parent organization of some fifty or sixty 
stamp clubs, was present. The Union publishes 
a monthly magazine which is probably the best 
of the few published in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. Herr Jorgensen was on the carpet and 
listened to criticisms of practically every fea- 
ture of the magazine and defended the policy 
and actions of its staff as best he could. Among 
other things (and at my instigation) the mat- 
ter of first day covers was brought up. There 
is at present time no recognition by the postal 
authorities of a first day of issue of a stamp. 
In fact, for some unexplainable reason, all de- 
tails of a prospective new stamp are kept 
secret. Most of the time, the provincial post- 
masters do not know of a new stamp until 
their allotment is received. Philatelic circles 
get rumors of a forthcoming new issue only by 
knowing the second cousin of the girl who 
married the janitor at the printing plant. The 
president of the Union promised definitely to 
take up the matter with the authorities and it 
may be that we can expect some sort of an- 
nouncements to appear in the future as the 
Union has been able to exert quite a bit of 
pressure in the past. 

After the informal meeting (of about 45 
min.) the assembly went to an adjoining room 
where coffee and Danish pastry (known in 
Denmark as Vienna bread) was served. The 
next hour or so was spent in speech-making 
(short ones by any and everybody), the pre- 
sentation of a medal for past services rendered 
by Herr Jorgensen, the presentation of a re- 
markable hand-illustrated brochure in certifica- 
tion of honorary life membership to the club 
librarian, and the all important business of 
replenishing the club treasury. This last ac- 
tivity was unique (to me)—painless as well as 
adequate. 

All members are asked to bring some article 
appropriately wrapped to conceal the identity 
of the contents. About a third of the members 
comply each time so there were 40 or fifty 
packages available for auction. The contents 
of the packages are not limited to stamps al- 
though this commodity is prevalent. Other 
popular articles are cigars and cigarettes with 
always one or two packages designed to amuse 
(a friend who was with me got the old re- 
liable white enameled pot containing tea and 
three Vienna sausages). These packages are 
guaranteed to be worth one kroner (20c) and 
one package (usually provided by the club) 
will be worth ten or fifteen kroner. The pack- 
ages are sold at auction and last night brought 
an average of near three kroner. This repre- 
sented a tidy sum and more than enough to 
cover the cost of the food, gratis cigars and 
cigarettes. 

After this group of activities, a short lecture 
was given on technical details of a highly 
specialized set of covers which was on display 
and the assembly adjourned for a stretch. In 
about 30 minutes, we returned to the dining 
hall where Smorbrod (Danish sandwiches) 





awaited. The Smorbrod was free but those 
who wanted beer and Akvavit (all present) 
had to pay extra for the drink. I am told 
that each meeting is like this except that there 
are fewer speeches, this time being devoted to 
catch-as-catch-can trading. The food, you may 
be sure, is always there. 

By the grapevine method mentioned earlier 
in this letter, it was learned that the Ministry 
of Post plans a new stamp issue due to be 
placed on sale about the 20th of this month. 
It will be a Semipostal issue for the benefit 
of the Red Cross and will of course sell at a 
price a few Ore above face value. Whether it 
will be an overprint as was the Red Cross issue 
of 1921 or a new design like the Dybbol Molle 
of 1937 is not known but the latter is sus- 
pected. The number of stamps is likewise 
unknown. Anyway, I am making all possible 
arrangements to have covers serviced on the 
first day of issue in Kobenhavn and shall have 
two for you. And as soon as I learn anything 
definite, will give you the dope for the New 
Issue column. 

In the meantime, thanks again for continued 
receipt of first day covers from home and very 
best regards.
